roves grant 


increasing traffic safety

Upland has received final 
approval from the state Office of 
Traffic Safety for a grant of $58,495 
to establish a full - time traffic 
engineering division in hopes of 
reducing congestion and increasing 
safety on city streets. 

Announcement of the grant was 
made last week by local state Sen. 
Ruben Ayala (D-32). 

The city will add $26,500 of its own 
funds to the grant, making a total of 
just under $75,000 available for 
operating the traffic engineering 
division during 1978-79. 

City Manager Lee Travers said, 
“‘We have long recognized the need 
to give full attention to traffic 
improvement, but this is the first 
time we have had the potential to 
meet the need.” 

With the grant, Upland has hired a 
new traffic engineer. Suan - Sing 
Lau begins work Monday under City 
Engineer -Fred Blanchard. The 
traffic engineering division will 
operate as part of the Engineering 
Department. 

Lau was a traffic engineer in the 
Long Beach Public Works 
Department from November 1974 
through this June. He had previously 





served one year as a transportation 
planner for the Southern California 
Association of Governments 
(SCAG), 

Lau, 37, received his master’s 
degree in civil engineering from the 
University of Michigan. He did 
additional graduate work at 
University of Oklahoma and Baptist 
College in Hong Kong. 

His salary will be $1,676 a month. 

The grant will also be used to hire 
an engineering technician to assist 
Lau. The technician will be 
employed under a work - study 
program of California Polytechnic 
University, Pomona. 

Traffic counters and related 
equipment, lease of a pickup truck 
and supplies are other items 
financed by the grant. The city’s 
portion will go toward personnel 
services for supervision and 
support, office space and 
equipment, and computer time. 

Travers said that although the 
grant helps provide full funding for 
the current fiscal year, the status of 
the new traffic engineering division 
will have to be re - examined next 
year in light of Proposition 13 and 
uncertainty over future revenues.

$425,000 is expected to be generated 
in 1978-79 as a new revenue source. 


Total street and sidewalk 
maintenance projects for 1977-78 
amount to $1.27 million, with most 
of the funds coming from restricted 
- use state gas and SB 325 dollars 
returned to the city. 


Of the $425,000 from new 
development fees, the council has 
approved $255,000 for three 
projects: traffic signal systems on 
Mountain Avenue and 17th and 18th 
streets, widening of Seventh Street 
from Mountain Avenue to Spencer 
Avenue and drainage and other 
improvements for the intersection 
of Foothill Boulevard and Mountain 
Avenue.

West End agencies offer to aid 
seniors with tax and rent forms 


Several agencies in the West End 
are offering to assist senior citizens 
with the preparation of their-proper- 
ty tax assistance and rent assistance 
forms. The assistance is free to 
seniors 

Jean Harris, executive director of 
the Senior Citizen Program for the 
United Way, said employees with 
the agencies volunteered to take 
training with the state Franchise 
Tax Board to qualify in helping fill 
out the forms 

The state's homeowner program 
provides partial reimbursement of 
1977-78 property taxes to persons 
who were 62 years or older on Dec 
31, 1977, and who own and occupy 
their home 

Assistance can range from 4-96 
percent of the property taxes, 
depending on the income of the 
claimants. For eligibility, the 
homeowner must have had an in- 


come of $12,000 or less during 1977 
Rent assistance is available to 
persons over 62 who paid $50 or 
more a month in rent during 1977 
and who had $5,000 or less in total 
household income during the year. 
The deadline for filing forms for 
both the property tax and rent 
assistance programs is Oct. 2

‘Piece of junk’ sparkles like new truck

Stephen Barney’s bright red Ford 
pickup truck sparkles today as if it 
had just been driven out of a 
dealer’s showroom, but he recalls 
the first time he saw the pickup 

“Boy, it was a piece of junk, 
really.” 

The cab was dotted with holes and 
the doors were caved in. The truck 
did not run. Two years later, Barney 
was using the pickup for everyday 
transportation, and the restored 
vehicle was attracting attention 
from passersby. 

Barney — a resident of Upland 
and a body repairman for Ontario 
Datsun — said he has been working 
on cars since he was 16 and seriously 
began restoring old vehicles in 1950 
after military service. 

Having worked most of his life as 
a mechanic and body repairman, he 
just drifted to restoring old cars and 
trucks as a hobby — a kind of ongo- 
ing busman’s holiday. 

He said he has restored about 10 
vehicles in all. The 1941 Ford pickup 
was featured in a two - page photo 
spread of June’s Vans and Pickups 
magazine. 

Although Barney kept the truck’s 
original appearance intact, the vehi- 
cle is a hybrid of parts. The 292 - 
cubic - inch engine was made for a 
1968 Chevrolet, and the front end is 
from a 1948 Mercury. 

Barney said only two - thirds of 
the pickup was left when he 
purchased it, so he bought a 1944 
Ford converted to a dune buggy at 
the same time for parts. 

He also attends swap meets at the 
Los Angeles County Fairgrounds in 
Pomona in search of parts. 

Although auto manufacturers and 
most supply stores do not stock 
parts for the old cars and trucks, 
Barney said some speciality 
suppliers carry ‘‘new obsolete 
stock,’’ or NOS. 

He explained that a Los Angeles 
supplier visits dealerships to buy 
Ford parts that never sold and have 
become obsolete. 

Since he owns electric and gas 
welding equipment, along with most 
of the other tools and machinery he 
needs, Barney works out of his own 
garage and adjoining shed. 

Parked next to the pickup is a 
restored 1934 brown Ford sedan, 
which Barney said he found in better 
condition than the truck. 

Still, he had only the body and 
frame to start. Barney said he 
“‘scrounged’’ again for parts and 
built the suspension and chassis 
himself. wey 

He explained that he tuned do 

\ 


the four - barrel carburetor engine 
to about 250 horsepower and added 
many ‘‘sound deadeners’’ because 
he prefers a quiet - riding car over 
the hot rod he had once planned to 
build 

Barney recalled that a driver of a 
Lincoln Continental once com- 
mented that the restored sedan ran 
quieter than his new luxury car. 

Although he said restores cars and 
pickups for enjoyment rather than 
as a business, Barney noted the 
sedan is worth some $10,000 and the 
pickup $6,000 - $7,000. 

‘“‘There’s no new - Car 
depreciation,’ he commented. 

Barney said he eventually sells his 
restored vehicles but plans to hang 
onto these two. Since moving to 
Upland from Provo, Utah 19 years 
ago, he has restored four vehicles. 

Once, a 1933 Ford, was stolen and 
smashed into a house, leaving only

the engine and transmission intact 
after all his work, Barney recalled. 

He usually works with Fords, but 
Barney noted he made an exception 
for a 1951 custom Henry J. Kaiser 
that he converted into a pickup. He 
added that his first project was a 
1924 Model T Ford. 

After he finishes converting a van 
into a camper, Barney indicated his 
next undertaking will be a 1931 Ford 
Roadster, which he lans to rebuild 
into the hot rod it was in the 1950s 

Despite his fondness for vintage 
automobiles. Barney said family 
cars today are built better than 
yesterday's classics. 

Today’s larger cars last longer 
than their predecessors, he noted, 
but added it’s difficult to say how 
modern cars would have held up on 
rougher roads years ago. 

Barney drives the pickup daily 
and hauls whatever he needs to haul.

‘I built it to be used.” he said 

He added, ‘‘You get a good, depen- 
dable car when you build right from 
the ground.” 


Barney said he spots most of his 
restoration projects while driving 
around. He noted he has the advan- 
tage of having worked on many of 
the cars when they were still in 
common use, adding that a sur- 
prising number of older vehicles 
still survive 


He said he works when he wants 
to, perhaps every night for a week, 
but then laying off for as long as 
three months. 


Erasing years from a would - be 
classic is something Barney. does 
not expect to do overnight. 


He said, ‘‘A real rodder has got to 
have a lot pf patience — he’s stub- 
born,”

But the California Depart- 
ment of Transportation (Caltrans) 
plans to spend only $4 million over 
the next five years for major 
highway construction in San Bernar- 
dino County. 

Nevertheless, the SANBAG board 
proceeded to classify the projects in 
three categories — new highways, 


highway widening and ‘‘missing 
links.”’

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Omnitrans will wait for 
fare increase for

West End residents will not have 
to pay higher fares to ride 
Omnitrans buses — at least this 
year. 

And local governments will not 
have to spend some of their income 
from property taxes, now limited by 
passage of Proposition 13, to 
subsidize public transportation — at 
least this year. S 

All this may change in two or 
three years, however, says Wes 
McDaniel, executive director of the 
San Bernardino Associated 
Governments (SANBAG). That is 
the transportation planning board 
for San Bernardino County. 

“It’s not dead,” McDaniel said of 
the possibility of fare increases in 
the next year or two. 

These increases were proposed 
three months ago to the Omnitrans 
board of directors. Had the 
increases been adopted, regular 
fares would have risen from 25 cents 
to 35 cents, student fares from 10 
cents to 15 cents, and senior and 
handicapped fares from nothing to 
15 cents. 

Senior citizens and the 
handicapped now may purchase a 
special pass which allows them to 
Tide buses without paying fares.

But the Omnitrans board chose 
not to increase the fares in an 
attempt to persuade a key state 
senator that Omnitrans must have 
relief from the requirements of a 
state law. 

Passenger fares pay for slightly 
less than 10 percent of Omnitrans’ 
estimated operating costs of $5.9 
million. The rest of the money 
comes equally from two other 
sources: 

— Contributions from San 
Bernardino County and the 11 
member cities of Omnitrans. These 
come from local governments’ 
shares of state sales taxes on 
gasoline, as authorized by the 1971 
Transportation Development Act. 

— Subsidies from the federal 
Urban Mass Transportation 
Administration. 

The 1971 state law says that as of 
July 1, local governments can use 
gasoline sales taxes to offset only 75 
percent of their contributions to 
Omnitrans. In mid-1979, that would 
be reduced to 50 percent. 

That would force local 
governments to subsidize public 
transportation with property taxes 
or force the Omnitrans board to 
raise bus fares — or both. 

Because of a loophole in the law’s 


buses 


interpretation, neither of the above 
will occur this year, McDaniel said. 

The law’s requirements will not 
apply as long as an area is not using 
the full amount of federal operating 
subsidies it is entitled to, McDaniel 
said 

This applies primarily to the West 
Valley, which is gradually spending 
its surplus of federal money over the 
next two years. 


Last year, the board of the West 
Valley Transit Service Authority, 
which operates under Omnitrans, 
agreed to double the level of bus 
service over the next several years. 

However, fare increases cannot 
be ruled out, McDaniel said. 


Legislation to be introduced next 
year by Assemblyman Walter 
Ingalls, D-Riverside, and Sen. 
James R. Mills, D-San Diego, would 
require local public transportation 
operators to obtain a certain 
percentage of operating costs from 
fares. 


The fare increases proposed to the 
Omnitrans board earlier this year 
would raise fare income from 9.5 . 
percent to 20.5 percent of operating 
costs.

A Woman Ought to Know 





Women raising children alone 
need aid from fathers, society 


R. V. of Sacramento 
writes: ‘‘I am outraged by 
the hardships my children 
face daily when my ex- 
husband now is in the 
$40,000 annual salary range 
Five years ago he was 
ordered to pay $300 in child 
support.” 

‘Now adolescents, my 
children are ashamed to go 
to school in the clothes I can 
provide for them on my 
annual $10,000 salary. I can 
barely pay housing and food 
costs. Can I seek court 
assistance to get increased 
child support payments?” 

You have the legal right 
to sue your ex-husband for 
more child support if your 
circumstances have 
changed substantially since 
spousal support was first 
ordered. Obviously, your 
ifntome is in no way 
@6mparable to your ex- 
husband’s 

You may first request 
him to make higher 
payments, since many 
pééple are not aware that 
they may be ordered to pay 
additional suport for 
children as their salaries 
tise. This action could save 
him the cost of attorney's 
fees for your suit 
* If he refuses, state your 
tase to your attorney (seek 
one who is an expert in 
family law). The attorney 
can advise you if you are 
likely to win the suit. It 
sounds as if a more 
equitable settlement may 
besin order.

‘Know thyself 
still important

Self understanding, 
alteration, acceptance and 
pride become a motivating 
force for loving and getting 
the work of the world done 
Without a clear sense of 
self, the reasons for living 
are poorly defined and 
much of life seems 
pointless and even destruc- 
tive. 
“At one level of existence, 
we are trying to know what 
we want out of life. The 
smyriad of choices boggles 
“the mind and yet we must 
“make some choices every 
‘day. There is the choice of 
‘Aocation, of profession or 
“trade, of mate, of friends, 
sand on and on. There are 
moral, emotional, and 
physical issues that cry out 
for.resolution 


With over four billion peo- 
pié*in the world, the oppor- 
tunities for lots of hassling 
are..endless. If we know 
ourselves and have 
prepared to bring wisdom- 
of-self to these worldly 
stresses, peace among peo- 
plémay be possible. 


Such self - knowledge is 
the. opposite of self 
ceniteredness. It is poise in 
awkward situations. It is 
the.strength to say ‘I’m 
sorry.” It is the grace to 
acknowledge mistakes. It is 
the-ability to ‘'... prefer one 
another.”’ Only in losing 
obrselves can we find 


Policy,’ based on samples 
of female - headed families 
She found that 79 percent of 
the fathers provided no 
support, although on the 
average, they could afford 
to pay $3,5000 a year 
Fathers who had high 
incomes paid more than 
those with low incomes, but 
they paid less in proportion 
to their income. Cassetty 
comments, ‘‘The most 
shocking thing is that these 
men have a hell of a lot 
more money than anybody 
suspected before and could 
afford payments if they 





they ridicule fathers who 
find every excuse not to 
provide adquate child 
support, rather than the 
mothers who fight to feed 
and care for them?” 
Apparently there is much 
misinformation about the 
welfare program and 
misunderstanding of who is 
on welfare and why. It is 
popularly believed that 
recipients remain on 
welfare permanently, and 
that minorities constitute 
the majority of welfare 
recipients 
The fact is that the AFDC 


program supports women 
only temporarily, in the 
majority of cases. A report 
prepared by the Califonria 
Assembly Office of 
Research states that during 
1965-70 only 17 percent of 
the families remained on 
aid for five years. Half of 
the families were off in the 
first 14 months. 

The program provides 
temporary assistance for 
fatherless families until the 
mother is able to support 
the family. The children 
who are aptly termed 
“socially orphaned” have 





no insurance program or 
other hedge, either public 
or private. Surely they 
deserve the basic 
necessities as much as do 
older people on Social 
Security or the disabled and 
handicapped. 

Minorities are not the 
majority of welfare 
recipients. The U.S. Census 
Bureau has found that poor 
white families outnumber 
blacks by more than two to 
one. Among poor families 
headed by women, more 
black mothers (22 percent) 
work than do white mothers 
(6 percent). The bulk of aid 
to depedent children 
recipients are white. 

Parental care for young 
children is a full - time job, 
whatever the economic 
situation. It contributes ina 
vital way to the future 
society. It is not adequately 
supported by AFDC 


payments, and the families } 


exist far below the poverty 


level. Most women work 
outside the home, despite 
substantial obstacles such 
as lack of child care, 
limited job opportunities 
and low pay. 

In the heated bitterness of 
welfare discussions, these 
facts are often lost, and the 
traditional myths surround 
the issue with confusion.

WEST COVINA — A strategy for 
control of most sulfur oxide 
pollutants by 1985 was adopted Fri- 
day by the South Coast Air Quality 
Management District executive 
board. 

The board rejected the most com- 
prehensive strategy to achieve state 
standards for control of sulfur diox- 
ide and sulfates. That would cost in- 
dustry nearly $1 billion. 

It also rejected industry's plea to 
do nothing beyond what is already 
being required under the less 
stringent federal standard for sulfur 
dioxide. 

Sulfur oxides are released into the 
atmosphere when fuel oil is burned, 
gasoline and other oil products are 
refined, and coke is manufactured 
for steel. They are discharged in the 
form of sulfur dioxide, a gas 

Once in the atmosphere, sulfur 
dioxide combines with oxygen to 
form sulfates. Both pollutants tend 
to aggravate respiratory illnesses 
even more than the photochemical 
smog common in Southern Califor- 


nia 


The district board steered a mid- 
dle course. It endorsed a strategy 
undev which state and federal stan- 
dards for sulfur dioxide will be fully 
achieved by 1985. It would also at- 
tain the state sulfate standard 95 
percent of the time. 

‘It gives you an opportunity to 
sense what direction we're headed 
in,’ San Bernardino County Super- 
visor Dennis L. Hansberger told an 
industry representative. 

The board adopted the cleanup 
goals on a 6-1 vote. The three inland 
area representatives — 
Hansberger; Riverside County 
Supervisor Alfred McCandless, the 
board chairman, and San Bernar- 
dino City Councilman Lionel Hudson 
— voted for it 

The set of rules industry must 
comply with to achieve those goals 
will be considered by the district 
board Aug. 4, except for proposed 
controls on sulfur dioxide emissions 
from power plants. The latter issue 
will be considered in December 

The district board will have to ask 
the state Air Resources Board to 
ease the sulfate standard slightly. 


The state board sets air quality stan- 
dards, not the four-county district. 

Gladys Meade, the public member 
of the district board appointed by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., was the 
sole dissenter on the vote to endorse 
a less-than-comprehensive strategy. 

“This board does not have the op- 
tion to adopt rules and regulations 
which do not meet the (state) stan- 
dards,’’ Mrs. Meade, a former Air 
Resources Board member, argued. 

The board acted after hearing 
hours of testimony, mostiy from 
representatives of oil companies 
and the two largest power plant 
operators in the South Coast air 
basin — Southern California Edison 
and the Los Angeles Department of 
Water and Power. 

In general, they urged the board 
not to require control measures 
beyond those needed to maintain the 
federal sulfur dioxide standard. 
(That has not been violated since 
1957.) 

Acting through the Western Oil 
and Gas Association, the oil com- 
panies have filed suit in Los Angeles 
Superior Court to overturn state 


Board orders 8 stations to be closed 


WEST COVINA — Eight 
air monitoring stations 
were ordered closed Friday 
by the South Coast Air 
Quality Management 
District executive board 
despite protests from two 
members 

The closures were forced 
by budget cuts related in- 
directly to Proposition 13's 
passage. Each closure will 
gave the four-county dis- 
trict an estimated $20,000 to 
$30,000 annually. 

Three of the eight stations 
are in San Bernardino Coun- 
ty — Chino, Redlands and 
Big Bear Lake. Others are 
Elsinore, Hemet and 
Temecula in Riverside

Without adequate

Hansberger said those 
stations should stay open 
until the district staff 
presented such evidence. 
He said their operation

SACRAMENTO — Over 400,000 qualified senior 
citizens throughout California will begin receiving 
property tax and rent assistance payments next week, 
State Controller Ken Cory has announced 

“We expect to start mailing payments to those who 
qualified and filed early claims under the Senior Citizens 
Property Tax Assistance law and the Senior Citizens 
Rend Assistance law,” said Cory, who also is chairman

“Last year we paid 326,000 property tax claims averag- 
ing $239 each, and 90,000 renter claims averaging $75. We 
expect a larger number of claims this year he 

Cory said the Franchise Tax Board earlier had mailed 
claim forms to 97,000 renters and 392,000 homeowners, 
including all those who received assistance last year and 
others who have inquired about the program. Temporary 
Franchise Tax Board offices have been scheduled in 
many areas of the state and volunteer groups are 
available at 275 other locations with information. 

“Despite this extensive notification effort, we know 
that many of these older citizens still will fail to file 
simply because they don’t know about the programs,” 


Cory said.

The homeowners program provides partial reimburse- 


} ment of 1977-78 property taxes to seniors who were 62 or 
older on December 31, 1977, own and occupy their home, 
and had $12,000 or less in total household income for 1977. 
Assistance can range from four to 96 percent of the tax- 
es, depending on the income of the claimant. 

Rent assistance is available to seniors over 62, who 
paid $50 or more in rent last year, and who had $5,000 or 
less in total household income during 1977. A one time 
assistance payment can range from $9 to a maximum of 
$211, depending on income. 

“The filing deadline is October 2, 1978, so there still is 
time for new applicants and other interested persons to 
obtain information about filing claims,”’ Cory said.

— That power plants could not af- 
ford the high cost of ‘‘scrubbers’’ to 
remove sulfur from burning fuel oil 
— unless the cost was passed along 
to power users.

Direct-mail fund-raising abuses 
need careful study, legislation

Recently I received a 
* from a top corporate 
executive. Although he is a 
Republican, by no means is 
his complaint limited to one 
political party. 

He wrote: ‘‘I feel essen- 
tially frustrated over the 
absolute deluge of financial 
requests that have hit my 
desk, both at the office and 
at home covering virtually 
every congressman, every 
senator, every special pro- 
ject, every committee ever 
formed on the face of the 
United States.”’ 

“Frankly, I have gotten 
so sick of this constant 
deluge of letters. at least 6- 
10 a week, I wind up throw- 
ing them all in the waste 
basket and responding to 
none.”’ 

Sound familiar? The re- 
cent proliferation in direct- 
mail fund-raising, a great 
deal of it misrepresentative 
or deliberately vague, has 
raised serious questions for 
those engaged in the 
legitimate raising of funds 
for political causes. 

Commercial use of direct- 
mail solicitation has always 
been big business. More 
recently, politicians and 
political causes have added 
a new dimension by in- 
creasingly relying upon 
direct-mail solicitations to 


fill their coffers. 

When it comes to ob 
taining the enormous sums 
now necessary to wage an 
effective statewide political 
campaign, the traditional 
fund-raising dinner has 
given way to the com- 
puterized letter appeal. 

The changes in campaign 
finance laws, which have 
given birth to the political 
action. committees have 
spurred this proliferation in 
direct-mail money appeals. 

The legitimate use of a 
direct-mail fund appeal is to 
obtain as much financial 
support from as many peo- 
ple as possible for a can- 
didate or a cause is a basic 
tenet of our political 
system. 


Unfortunately, in too 
many cases the direct-mail 
program itself has become 
more important than the 
cause or the candidate. 
Some organizations and 
consultants are enjoying a 
thriving business by 
developing donor lists and 
Selling this information to 
any buyers. 


There are few restric- 
tions upon direct-mail fund 
techniques. The usual 
appeal consists of a letter 
signed by a prominent per- 
sonality and bearing the 
name of a treasurer, most

California message: 
cut waste, duplication

Implementation of 
Proposition 13 will be a 
challenge for all legislators 
and administrators in local, 
state, and federal govern- 
ment. A strong message 
was sent from California, 
and seems to be echoed in 
many states: It is im- 
perative that taxes be cut 
and government services 
and agencies be reviewed 
for waste and duplication. 
Has Congress heard the 
message? 

Yes. Since passage of 
Proposition 13, $800 million 
was cut from the Health, 
Education, Welfare, and 
Labor appropriations alone. 
Also, across the board cuts 
of 5 percent were approved 
from Congress’ budget and 
2 percent from Public 
Works and from the 
Departments of State, 
Justice, Commerce and 
Judiciary appropriations. 


What can I do? 


As a federal legislator, I 
have no control over the 
state budgets, but will 
maintain up-to-date infor- 
mation on federal funding 
already earmarked for 
California. Over $5 billion in 
federal funds goes to 
California, but these funds 
require state and local 
matching funds (or 
maintenance of certain 
budget or employment 
levels) 


Loss of funds could effect 
schools, hospitals, police, 
fire, and local revenue shar- 
ing and could cost 
thousands of jobs. In the 
Comprehensive Employ- 
ment and Training Act 
(CETA) program alone, 76,- 
000 Californians were train- 
ed and employed to work as 
fire fighters, hospital 
technicians, clerks, and in 
other jobs. 


What are California con- 
gressmen doing? 


I helped form a task force 
for the California con- 
gressional delegation to 


Proposition 13 on federal 
funding. Once all the infor- 
mation is gathered, it may 
be possible to see that 
federal funds previously 
granted for local and state 
police, education, and com- 
munity development, as 
well as other needed 
programs, are not greatly 
affected. 


What will happen on a long 
term basis? 


Bills like my ‘‘sunset” 
legislation, which has at- 
tracted 70 co-sponsors, 
should directly benefit from 
Proposition 13. This legisla- 
tion will require regulatory 
agencies to prove their 
effectiveness and value 
every three years. 


Congress can keep a 
closer watch on programs 
for waste and duplication 
and ensure that agencies 
are meeting their con- 
gressionally mandated 
goals 


To give you an idea of the 
duplication we will be look- 
ing at, four agencies and the 
Department of Transporta- 
tion are responsible for 
protecting the public 
against toxic substances 
(Environmental Protection 
Agency, Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, Consumer 
Product Safety Commis- 
sion, and Occupational 
Safety and Health Ad- 
ministration ) 


These agencies were 
mandated by 12 separate 
acts of Congress. Effective 
coordination is a difficult 
task at best. We would be 
better served by asking 
these agencies to answer 
some hard questions and to 
force coordination for con- 
gressional directives. 

Congress has dis- 
cretionary oversight over 
only 25 percent of all 
government spending. It is 
time for us to get a better 
handle on where tax dollars 
are going. This is the 
message of Proposition 13.

California is the mecca of 
the direct-mail fund appeal. 
Citizens of our state con- 
tribute more money to 
more political candidates 
and causes than any other 
state. The irony, of course, 
is that most of the money 
raised here winds up being 
spent elsewhere. 


Few donors are aware of 
how their contribution to a 
direct-mail appeal is ac- 
tually used. There have 
been notable abuses where 
some professional direct- 
mail experts take 50 per- 
cent or more of each dollar 
received. In other words. 
that $5 the Social Security 
pensioner thought was go- 
ing to a favorite political 
cause wound up going to buy 
a new home or a Hawaiian 
vacation. 


Indeed, some political ac- 
tion committees pass onto 
candidates as little as 5 per- 
cent of the dollars they 
receive. The most often 
heard excuse is that the 
remainder pays for

“research and lobbying ef- 
forts.’ Which sounds fine, 
but a lot of that money is be- 
ing paid to friends who do 
‘research and lobbying.’ 

Recent state and federal 
political finance laws have 
only aggrevated a problem 
they intended to clear up. 
Increasingly the collection 
and distribution of political 
funds have shifted into the 
hands of giant organizations 
with the capability and 
technology to reach a broad 
audience on a massive 
appeal basis. 

Obviously some controls 
on direct-mail appeals are 
necessary. The situation is 
complex and will require 
many considerations. 
However. one immediate 
step could be to initiate || 
legislation which would re- 
quire all direct-mail 
appeals to include a man- 
datory disclosure statement 
clearly setting forth how, 
and in what percentages, 
and to whom, funds receiv- 
ed will be used. 

In that way, the donor 
will know just how much of 
his or her contributed dollar 
will be used to pay. for 
salaries and overhead, and 
how much will go directly 
toward furthering the can- 
didate or the cause.

If burglars appear to prey 
on women, that’s largely 
because it’s more lucrative 

‘After all,’’ says William 
N. Wray, who's on the board 
of the National Crime 
Prevention Association, 
“it’s the women who have 
the fur coats, jewelry, sterl- 
ing flatware and other easy 

to - carry and highly 
negotiable knick - knacks. 
It’s simply good economics 
for a burglar to seek out the 
homes of women alone.”’ 

And nowadays there are 
more women living alone 
In the past 10 years the 
number of women under 235 
who live alone in their own 
apartments or homes has 
increased by 114 percent 
The number of divorced 
women head of households 
has more than doubled in 
the same period 


Wray points out that 


women with husbands who 
are away al] day are also, 
for all practical purposes, 
women alone. 

The statistics he cites, 
which come from the FBI’s 
Nationwide Crime Report, 
are enough to shock every 
woman into doing 
everything possible to make 
her home invulnerable. A 
burglary occurs every 13 
seconds. In the time it takes 
you to read this article 15 
burglaries will take place. 
Somebody is held up every 
68 seconds. A rape is com- 
mitted every 9 minutes 
One out of every 18 
Americans will be a crime 
victim during the next 12 
months 

What measures can a 
woman alone take to 
protect herself, her proper- 
ty and possessions? Here’s 
what Wray suggests 


Preserve your sexual 
anonymity. Telephone 
listings should have only a 
first initial, not a first 
name. (J. Peterson, not 
Johanna Peterson). Ditto 
for mailboxes, doorbells, 
etc 

Be less hospitable. Ask 
delivery people to leave 
packages outside the door. 
Never, for any reason, in- 
vite a sales person or fund - 
raiser, no matter how in- 
gratiating and of what sex, 
into your home or apart- 
ment 

Be non - commital. If you 
have an automatic answer- 
ing service, never leave a 
message saying you're out 
or away. Instead say, ‘‘I’m 
not able to speak to you 
right now and will call you 
back as soon as I can.”

Employed women use 
planning to save time 


“Rise and shine’’ is 
exactly-what America’s 37 
million working women are 
doing as they get up and get 
ahead in careers that cover 
a wider range of income 
and close the gap between 
the sexes. 

To make the most of days

Recently reprinted by 
popular demand — nearly a

English at Mount Holyoke.

While no lock is 
completely burglar - proof, 
some locks take longer than 
others to pick. The average 
burglar prefers to go where 
the picking is easy. The 
harder you make it for him 
to get in, the less likely he is 
to try. *When you move into 
a new home or apartment 
change all the locks. *Avoid 
snap or spring locks which 
work just by closing the 
door and don’t require the 
use of a key to lock them. 
“Instead, install a lock 
which operate with a key in- 
serted into a cylinder. 
*Make sure the cylinder is 
pick - resistant. *Protect 
the cylinder with a guard 
plate. This is an under $5 
metal device, secured to the 
door, which prevents the 
cylinder from being remov- 
ed. *And lock your door 
every time you leave home 
— even just for a few 
minutes. 

Inspect your doors. Front 
and back doors need a one- 
inch ‘‘dead’’ bolt (which 
means the bolt can't be 
pried or forced open) 
cylinder lock. “Doors with 
small glass panels whould 
have a double cylinder bead 
bolt (which requires a key 
to open it from inside as 
well as out). *Cover glass 
panels with strong mesh or 
steel bars — on the inside. 

*Doors should fit securely 
in their frames so they can't 
be pried open. If the fit’s 
loose or the frame is weak, 
have the frame reinforced 
with steel or additional 
wood. *If the frame can’t be 
repaired, use a buttress 
(often called a police lock), 
a steel bar wedged from the 
floor to the back of the door. 
*Have a wide - angle 
peephole for a full view out- 
side your door.

Guard your keys. if you if you're planning to be 
away. Stop newspaper and 
mail deliveries. Have a unit of your local police

dow or windows easily 
reached from ground or 
roof, install bars or gates. 
Use fire department - ap- 
proved accordian ferry 
gates which won't lock you 
inside your apartment but 
keep intruders out. 

Light up. Front and back 
entrances to homes as well 
as hallways in apartment 
houses should be well lit to 
discourage lurking in- 
truders. 

Mark it. Identify valuable 
items. Most police 
departmerits provide free 
use of an etching tool to 
mark your valuables. They 
also supply free decals to 
notify burglars that your 
property is identified and on 
record with the police. 
This acts as a strong 
deterrent to burglars. 

Be a good neighbor. Get 
to know your neighbors and 
organize a look - out - for - 
each - other system in 
which you check with each 
other regarding any unusual 
noises or suspicious looking 
strangers. 

Don’t advertise your 
absence. Don’t tell 
neighborhood tradespeople

Anesthesia improvements 
crucial to modern surgery 


Many of the major 
achievements in modern 
surgery have been made 
possible through advances 
in the field of anesthesia 
over the past 20 years. 
There are many new agents 
and techniques — which 
continue to multiply — 
available to the 
anesthesiologist. 

An important adjunct to 
the anesthetic agents given 
in the operating room is the 
information and 
reassurance provided by a 
preoperative visit to the 
patient by the 
anesthesiologist. This visit 
usually relieves most of the 
patient’s apprehension and 
allows cooperation with the 
physicians and nurses on 
arrival in the operating 
room. 


Anesthetic procedures 
are divided broadly into 
either general anesthesia or 
regional anesthesia. Under 
general anesthesia the 
patient not only loses all 
sensation to pain but also 
completely loses con- 
sciousness. 

If regional anesthesia is 
given, the patient may be 
fully awake even though 
transmission of sensation 
from the anesthetized area 
of the body is totally block- 
ed. Patients may be sedated 
to a peaceful sleep during 
regional anesthesia if they 
desire, but they do not ex- 
perience the deep and 
sometimes prolonged loss 
of consciousness which ac- 
companies general 
anesthesia. 

The regional anesthetic

familiar to most people is 
spinal anesthesia which is 
suitable for childbirth and 
for most eperations below 
the umbilicus (navel), such 
as hernia repairs, prostatic 
and vaginal surgery, and 
surgery on the lower ex- 
tremeties. 

There are other forms of 
regional anesthetic blocks 
which include brachial plex- 
us block of the arm, local 
anesthesia for superficial 
operations such as suture of 
lacerations or excision of 
small tumors of the skin 
There is also topical 
anesthesia, most commonly 
used on mucus membrances 
of the nose or throat 

During the operation the 
anesthesiologist, as a key 
member of the surgical 
team, constantly monitors

For example, while cool- 
ing requirements increase 
during the hot months, we 
do require less light and use 
the television less often. 

Here are some general 
energy - saving tips which 
you can apply this summer: 

Cooling — To minimize 
air conditioning use, keep 





the thermostat at 78 
degrees or higher at all 
times. Try to limit your 
heat - producing activities, 
such as cooking and laun- 
dry, to the morning and 
evening hours when it is 
cooler. 


To keep the house cool, 
check the weather stripping 
around windows and exit 
doors and replace any sec- 
tions which show wear 
Keep drapes and windows 
closed during the day to 
block the sun and outside 
heat 

Refrigerators _ 
Minimize the number of 
times you open the 
refrigerator and freezer. If 
the door is opened frequent- 
ly or for long periods, the 
compressor will waste 
energy by working extra 
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hard to maintain the cold 
temperature. Children (and 
some adults) have a habit of 
standing in front of the 
refrigerator with the door 
open while they decide what 
to eat or drink. 

By the way, if you have an 
old refrigerator working in 


the garage, consider 
unplugging it to save 
electricity. The garage 


becomes very warm on hot 
summer days, making the 
second refrigerator 
consume more electricity 
than usual When 
unplugging the refrigerator, 
however, remove the door 
lock before storage to avoid 
an unsafe situation

for old, ill pets

Euthanasia is a Greek 
term that literally means 
“easy death.’’ Today the 
term is generally translated 
as mercy killing. However 
you define it, the meaning is 
the same — the quick, 
painless death of a seriously 
ill (or unwanted) living 
creature 

Because of advances in 
veterinary medicine, more 
pet owners now must deal 
with the problem of the 
aged or chronically ill pet. 
Many pet owners find it dif- 
ficult to even discuss the 
possibility of. their pet’s 
death, even though the pet 
is increasingly uncomfor- 
table 
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Some signs of advanced 
age in dogs and other 
animals are arthritis, loss 
of bladder control, and cer- 
tain types of cataracts. 

The aged dog may be 
reluctant to move from bed 
except for meals and 
elimination, because of the 
pain from an arthritic con- 
dition. And it may no longer 
be able to wait until you 
come home from work for 
elimination of urine or 
feces. 

In such cases, your 
veterinarian will be able to 
evaluate the amount of dis- 
comfort your pet is suffer- 
ing and can keep you in- 
formed about your pet’s 
condition. It may be possi- 
ble to administer 
maintenance therapy to in- 
crease your pet’s comfort. 

Despite all your efforts, 
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there may be a time when 
you have to decide about the 
possibility of a humane 
death for a suffering pet. If 
you conclude that you 
should let your veterinarian 
stop your pet’s discomfort, 
don’t feel guilty about it. 
The procedure is generally 
quick and painless. 

The most humane method 
of euthanasia is the injec- 
tion of an overdose of a bar- 
biturate drug, similar to the 
products used by 
veterinarians as 
anesthetics. The animal is 
quite literally ‘‘put to 
sleep.’’ It loses con- 
sciousness within seconds 
and death follows almost 
immediately 

Barbiturates are usually 
used in the private 
veterinary office. However, 
most animal shelters use a 
rapid decompression 
chamber, which can accom- 
modate several animals at 
a time. In this procedure, 
oxygen is mechanically 
removed from the 
chamber, and the animals 
quickly become un- 
conscious and die. 

Personnel at shelters us- 
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oi we Your Pet 


ing this procedure claim the 
animals inside the chamber _ 
feel little or no pain, except 
for a dizziness caused by 
the decrease in oxygen. 
They refer to the ex- 
periences. of persons who 
participated in high 
altitude-low oxygen testing, 
where the results showed 
minimal physical distress. 

There are other less- 
commonly used drugs and 
procedures that will also 
effectively result in the 
death of a sick or unwanted 
animal. 

Although it may seem 
cruel, euthanasia at the 
local animal shelter is 
preferable to the practice of 
turning a healthy but un- 
wanted pet out on the street 
to fend for itself 

The pet owner who is un- 
willing to find a home for 
his or her pet among friends 
or refuses to visit a shelter 
is not really giving the dog 
or cat a ‘‘last chance’’ on a 
city street or country lane. 

Rather this individual is 
forcing the pet into a mis- 
erable, underfed, un- 
Sheltered existence and is 
creating a public nuisance.
